MANY INJURED 


Scores of persons were in- 


jured when police and demon- 
strators battled with clubs arid 
fists in front ,of the beautiful 
16th century French Embassy 
building and in streets around

ket. Only a handful of those tak- 
en into custody were charged 
immediately, however. They in- 
cluded three students and a 
tradesman. 


Police charged into the dem- 


onstrators after youths scream- 
ing "I>e Gaulle get out" and 
"Bed France" burned an effigy 
of the French president and 
hurled the flaming dummy to- 
ward the guards outside the em- 
bassy.

Jorden said, however, the meet- 
ing was marked by spontaneous 
discussion—slightly more infor- 
mal talks and less speech-mak- 
ing.

in their session of almost four 
hours, the two delegations took 
a refreshment break. They were 
served tea and soft drinks by 
the French staff at the Interna- 
tional Conference Center.

Father 
Sentenced 
To Death 


Seven Children 
Kijled By Poison 


FORT MYERS, JFla. (AP) - 


An illiterate fruit picker was 
sentenced to death in the elec- 
tric chair Friday after being 
found guilty of first degree mur- 
der in the death of "his oldest 
daughter, one of seven children 
who died of insecticide poison- 
ing. 


An all-white jury of 11 men 


and one woman found James 
Richardson, 31, guilty of sprin- 
kling a lethal dose of parathion 
in a meal of hogs head, beans, 
rice and peas eaten by his seven 
childen. 
CHARGED AGAIN 


After the guilty verdict was 


handed down without a recom- 
mendation of mercy 
in 
the 


death of 8-year-old Betty Jean 
Richardson, the Negro' fruit 
picker was charged with mur- 
der in the death of his second 
child, Susie. 


"You shall remain in the state 


penitentiary until you shall be 
put 
to death," said 
Circuit 


Judge John Justice. 


The eyes of the 145-pound de- 


fendant darted from left to right 
in a gaze of bewilderment he 
wore during most of the week- 
long trial. 


"Oh, lawdy! Oh lawdy! no 


no! no! not that!" shreiked a 
neighbor woman who pushed 
through a courtroom crowd to 
the lobby where Richardson's 
wife Annie Mae already was 
crying over the verdict. 


The cries of Mrs. Richardson 


and friends and relatives echoed 
through the halls of the Lee 
County 
Courthouse. 
Later, 


wearing an old silver and blue 
brocade dress, Mrs. Richardson 
was helped to a car for the ride 
back to Jacksonville. 


She has lived there with her 


mother and worked as a baby 
sitter 
since 
rijchardson 
was 


jailed to await trial. 
ASK NEW TRIAL 


.Richardson, 
wearing 
hand- 


cuffs over the sleeves of the 
white sport coat he wore every 
day of the trial, was walked 
across the street to the county 
jail. He is expected to remain 
there at least until his attorneys 
file a motion for a new trial, 
which could take as much as 15 
days.

Zielke said he 
fired into the air from his hip. 
He saw the boy fall down. Then 
he shot in the air again, he 
said, but didn't know why.

A friend of the family safe

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LBJ Concedes on Budget 
Gut and Tax Hike 


President Johnson used Me- 


morial Day as the occasion for a 
press conference on two tough 
questions. 


The peace talks, he reminded 


the audience, are not going very 
well. There is no great news in 
that statement, but the Presi- 
dential 
recitation, backstopped 


by General Westmoreland's com- 
ment on the military situation, 
scotches 
other Administration 


utterances 
hinting 
a 
break- 


through in the Paris discussions 
might come quickly. Vice Presi- 
dent Humphrey has been the 
major wellspring of those cheery 
observations lately. 


As for the war on inflation at 


home and the assault upon the 
dollar from abroad, the President 
said he 
will go along, most 


reluctantly, on a $6 billion cut in 
his 1968-69 budget in exchange 
for the 10% surtax on the in- 
come tax. 


A quickly arranged interview 


with Cong. Wilbur Mills (D., 
Ark.), chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, had 
him remarking this is what he 
had been saying was nec'essary 
all along. 


Previously LBJ had offered a 


$4 billion spending reduction as a 
rock bottom figure on which the 
government can do business in 
the forthcoming fiscal year. 


In another tack he proposed 


the alluring prospect of slicing $4 
billion from the budget itself and 
$10 billion from the unobligated 
funds 
account. The latter is 


money voted by deficiency ap- 
propriations to tide over a pro- 
gram or a department which has 
a way of overspending its regular 
budget. 


Nobody bought this $14 billion 


gimmick because most of it was 
merely a promise not to ask at 
some future date for something 
which has no present existence. 


Theoretically if the budget is 


reduced by $6 billion and the 
surtax is enacted the government 
should eliminate the $19 billion 
deficit forecasted in LBJ's bud- 
get message earlier this year. 


Uncle Sam won't erase the pres- 
ent red ink but the promise is he 
would not add it during fiscal 
1968-69. 


This being an election year the 


interesting question is who will 
do the knifing and whose ox will 
be gored. 


Presumably it is up to LBJ to 


revise his first budget, although 
Congress could perform the sur- 
gery by slapping a percentage 
reduction across the board. 


Just to make 
certain 
the 


Presidential 
concession is en- 


forced, Congress might well use 
its own operating room. 


If, though, an overall per- 


centage reduction is not follow- 
ed, then the pick and choose 
system must follow. 


The Department 
of Health, 


Education and Welfare appears 
to be one likely victim in that 
process, or at least HE\V already 
is broadcasting it 
will be a 


principal sacrificial lamb. 


Along with HUD (Housing and 


Urban Development), HEW is a 
major fund dispenser in the anti- 
poverty program. 


Anti-poverty 
has 
so many 


ramifications the government it- 
self must catalogue them, but if 
this bureaucratic maze perplexes 
the average citizen, its spending 
effect touches a lot of bases. 


Ordinarily an election year is 


the world's worst time to raise 
taxes and cut spending. Too 
many votes are touched by either 
action, 


HEW's sending up a distress 


signal indicates, possibly, that 
LBJ 
knows of some pockets 


which can be drawn tighter 
without disturbing too many 
people on November 6th. 


However the budget cut will be 


accomplished, this is the first 
time since Woodrow Wilson's 
days in the White House that 
Congress has negotiated a size- 
able attack upon a Presidential 
spending plan. 


A token reaction in that regard 


occurred 
during Ike's second 


term, but there was more talk 
than action.

doorstep, the Peach state has 
more than made up for 't by 
flagstaff promotional efforts. 


The lad who was displaying 


the 
Georgia 
flag 
wrote his 


mother and Governor Maddox. 
His mother turned her missive 
over to her Congressman, W.S. 
(Bill) Stuckey, who's been shoot- 
ing for 
the Pentagon's scalp 


ever since. 


Why is it. he asks, that boys 


from Xew York. Ohio and other 
northern states can display their 
state emblems, but not a soldier 
boy 
from 
Georgia, 
Alabama. 
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Mississippi a n d other points 
south? 


The answer, at least that of 


the Marine commander, is that 
the Confederate flag is rascist 
symbolism to the Negro troops 
and to many Negroes at home. In 
fact, there has been considerable 
correspondence on the -subject 
between the Defense Department 
and Negro groups. 


Just to confuse the issue a bit 


more, the Defense 
Department 


has no interdiction against dis- 
playing state or regional flags in 
battle zones. If the American flag 
is shown, these local flags must 
go below Old Glory, but other- 
wise a soldier or sailor can show 
off 
his state flag 
or other 


banners as he would the latest 
pin-up photo of Sophia Loren. 


Neither is there any regulation 


authorizing the display of any 
emblem but the national colors 
and the heraldry of the various 
units within the armed forces. 


Cong. Stuckey is 
right 
in 


saying it is discrimination to ban 
Georgia's flag but to allow New 
York's to be shown. 


More to the point, it is silly to 


have permitted these state and 
regional emblems to creep in at 
all. 


Presumably the armed forces 


function for the benefit of the 
U.S.A., not for Georgia, Ohio, the 
Confederacy or the Northwest 
Territories. 


Pin-ups, yes; local insignia, no.

Taming Kidnaper 


Of all the agonies inflicted 


upon the family of a kidnap 
victim, probably the worst is 
the fear that harm will befall 
their loved ore. 


To stay the kidnapper's hand, 


the Federal Kidnapping Act — 
and some state kidnap laws as 
well — impose a milder penalty 
on the kidnapper if he releases 
the victim unharmed. 


What does that mean? What 


kind of "harm" are these laws 
talking about? 
LOCKED IN, BOUND 


Obviously there is harm in- 


flicted, calling for the heavier 
penalty, when the victim has 
been subjected to a deliberate 
beating or a criminal assault. 


Likewise, a court held that 


harm had been inflicted when 
two wonien and a child were 
locked in a .small, overheated 
closet, and later bound hand 
and foot with ropes and wire. 


On the other hand, when the 


only injury was that the kid- 
napper had gripped the victim's 
arms hard enough to hurt, the 
court refused to impose the 
heavier penalty. 


"Such trivial injury," said the 


judge, "is 
not sufficient 
to 


constitute bodily harm." , 


Suppose the injury is indeed 


serious, but — rather 
than 


being inflicted by the kidnaper 
— is the result of the victim's 
own attempt to escape. Does 
that kind of an injury "count" 
against the kidnapper? 
NOT JUSTIFIED 


The court said yes in one 


case, in which a girl was hurt 
when 
she 
jumped 
from 
a 


moving car. The court reasoned 
that, since the kidnapper had 
been threatening to assault her, 
the dangers of an attempted 
flight could fairly be attributed 
to him. 


But in another case, where no 


threats or harm preceded the 
escape attempt, the court ruled 
that the resulting injury could 
not justify a heavier penalty 
against the kidnapper. 


It may seem strange to draw 


such 
careful 
distinctions 
in 


judging someone as reprehen- 
sible as a kidnapper. 


Yet, 
after 
all, 
the 
law's 


purpose 
is 
not 
to 
do 
the 


kidnapper 
any favors 
but to 


reduce (he danger to his victim. 
This can be achieved only if the 
kidnapper has reason to believe 
that, if he goes easier on the 
victim, the law will go easier 
on him.

against coronary 


heart disease. 


I recently reported the fact 


that an Italian physician devel- 
oped a special diet of spaghetti, 
lasagna, and fettucini for pa- 
tients with chronic kidney di- 
sease. The last reports are that 
monuments are being created 
all over Italy not only for this 
aid to sufferers from kidney 
disease 
but for promoting a 


national eating pastime. 


Psoriasis is a chroni<- skin 


condition whose cause is yet 
unknown. There are a variety of 
kinds. The most common one 
has grayish white scales over 
the elbows and knees and on 
other parts of the body. This 
skin condition is a nuisance 
because of its unsightly appear- 
ance and because so little can 
be done about it. 


Last year a group of patients 


with psoriasis were given a diet 
JAY BECKER 


that consisted of liberal portions 
of white turkey meat twice a 
day. This is one of the diets 
being studied for a possible 
relationship with this annoying 
condition. 


A high percentage of these 


patients with psoriasis seemed 
to feel better and their dry, 
scaly patches cleared away in a 
matter of a few weeks. The 
meaning 
of the 
relationship 


between white turkey meat and 
the cure of psoriasis is still a 
matter of guesswork, but it 
most certainly will be pursued. 
During 
warm 
weather 
and 


when skin is exposed to sun- 
light, psoriasis will, of its own 
accord, tend to get belter. The 
question now to be answered is 
did these patients spontaneously 
get well, or was there a real 
relationship between their tem- 
porary cure and their turkey 
diet? 


Another 
intensive 
study of 


diets is concentrated on defi- 
ciencies in the amount of zinc 
they contain, because of the 
possible 
relationship 
between 


such a diet and rheumatoid 
arthritis. The observation has 
been made 'that when chickens 
were fed diets deficient in zinc, 
•they developed changes in the 
joints resembling arthritis. This 
lead will, of course, be followed 
with intense interest by all'sci- 
entists working oil the origin 
and control of arthritis. 


Modern civilization, with all 


its wealth and apparent good 
nutrition, may yet be shown to 
be 
surviving 
on 
inadequate 


diets, 
responsible 
for 
many 


types of illness.

South had named. So Robinson 
undertook the grand slam, for 
better or worse. 


West led the king of clubs. 


Reynolds discarded a diamond 
on the ace and cashed the A-K 
of spades. He then ruffed a 
spade in dummy, being careful 
to trump with the jack. 


After ruffing a club in his 


hand 
and another spade 
in 


dummy with the queen, he led a 
trump. East played the seven, 
deliberately falsecarding in the 
hope that South, who had. the A- 
K-10-8 of trumps left, would go 
up with a high trump in the 
expectation of finding the nor- 
mal 3-2 division. 


But Reynonds eyed the seven 


with deep suspicion. He reason- 
ed that if the seven was on the 
level it was either a singleton, 
in which case the slam could 
not be made; or a doubleton, in 
which case it would be accom- 
panied by the nine; or else a 
deliberate attempt to camou- 
flage a holding of four hearts to 
the nine. 


Reynolds was not sure of the 


exact situation, but he decided, 
all factors considered, that it 
was best to finesse the eight. 
Accordingly, he finessed and 
thus brought home the grand 
slam.
